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Ustaski koncentracioni logor Jasenovac osnovan je po uzoru na nacistiéke i 
faSisti¢ke logore u avgustu 1941. godine, na uSéu Une u Savu. Poglavnik tzv. Nezavisne 
drzave Hrvaiske Ante Pavelié je ovo gubiliste na moévarnom zemljistu Lonjskog polja 
nazvao Sabirni i radni logor Jasenovac. Narod je toj najstraSnijoj masovnoj grobnici vu 
Evropi dao pravo ime — logor smrti. 


Sve ono zloéinacko Sto je karakterisalo ustaski pokret u cjelini, ovdje je dostiglo svoj 
vrhunac. U ovoj ,,fabrici smrti“, koja je bez zastanka radila 1.335 dana i no¢i, ustaSe su 
ubile oko sedam stotina hiljada ljudi, Srba, Jevreja, Hrvata, Muslimana, 
Crnogoraca, Slovenaca, Rusa, Madara... 


Muskarce, zene i djecu klali su nozevima, bradvama, sjekirama, ubijali ¢eki¢ima 
i maljevima, sirijeljali, pekli na ,,rostilju‘‘, spaljivali u krematorijumu, zive kuvali u 
kotlovima i pravili od njih sapun, vjeSali i satirali gladu, zedu i hladnoéom. 


IzvjeStavajuéi, 18. novembra 1942. godine, svoje pretpostavljenje njemaéki oficir za 
transport Artur Hefner, napisao je 0 Jasenovcu: ,,Radi se o logoru najgore vrste, koji se 
moze uporediti sa Danteovim ’Paklom’.“ 

Jasenovacki logor su likvidirali sami logoraSi. Njih 1.073 krenulo je, 22. aprila 1945. 
godine, u samoubilaéki juris, i golim rukama i tijelima pokidali logorske zice. Do 
slobode stiglo ih je tek osamdesetak. 


Koliko je zrtava uzelo ovo gubiliste, mozda se nikada neée utvrditi, jer su ustase, 
bjezeéi ispred jedinica Narodnooslobodilaéke vojske Jugoslavije, poruSile logorske 
objekte i uniStile dokumentaciju o zatoéenicima. 


Mate Kudumija, prezivjeli logoras, ovako je opisao veli¢inu jasenovacke tragedije: 
»Kada bi se jasenovaéki kosturi vraéali vlakovima u Zivot da osvete svoju straSnu 
smrt, ispred nas bi proSlo petnaest tisuéa vagona, a u svakom éetrdeset kostura . . .“. 


Ubili su ih ljudi, zvjeri to nikad ne bi uéinile. Ostale su njihove nezaklane poruke, i 
nasa sloboda kao dokaz da su postojali. 


The Ustasha concentration camp Jasenovac was created on the model of Nazi and 
Fascist camps in August 1941, at the confluence of the Una and the Sava rivers. The 
Poglavnik (head) of the quisling state of Croatia, Ante Pavelié, called this execution 
place on the swamp soil Lonjsko Polje The Collecting and Working Camp Jasenovac. 
People gave the right name to this most terrific mass burial mound in Europe — the 
death camp. 


All the crimes that characterized the Ustasha movement on the whole reached its 
culmination there. In this “death factory”, which worked without stopping 1335 days 
and nights, Ustashas killed Seven hundred thousand people, Serbs, Jews, 
Croats, Moslems, Montenegrins, Slovenians, Russians, Hungarians... 


Men, women and children were slaughtered with knives, axes, hatchets, killed 
with hammers and maileis, executed by firing squads, roasted, burni in crematories, 
cooked alive in vats and made soap of them, hung and exhausted them with hunger, 
thurst and cold. 


Reporting to his superiors on 18th November, 1942, a German officer for transport, 
Artur Hefner, wrote about Jasenovac: “It is a camp of the worst kind which can be 
compared with Dante’s “hell”. 


The Jasenovac camp was liquidated by the captives themselves. One thousand 
seventy-three of them started, on 22nd April 1945, a suicidal assault and with their bare 
hands and naked bodies tore the camp wires. Only about eighty reached freedom. 


How many victims were made in this place of execution, would perhaps never be 
established, since the Ustashas, fleeing before the units of the National Liberation Army 
of Yugoslavia demolished the camp buildings and destroyed the documentation about 
the captives. 


Mato Kudumija survived described the Jasenovac tragedy in this way: “If the Jase- 
novac skeletons returned in freight train alive to revenge their terrible death, fifteen 
thousand trucks would pass in front of us with forty skeletons...” 


They were killed by people, wild beasts would never had done so. Their messages 
remain as well as our liberty as a proof that they had existed.
